dispatch was received from Prof. Davidr 
son, chief astronomer of the American 
expedition to Nagaski : 


NAGASKt, Dec. 9.— During our ob- 


servations of the transit of Venus to- 
day the Weather was unusually cloudy, 
and unpromising at the time it was cal- 
culated the transit' would begin and 
it passed away without our being en- 
abled to record its exact movements at 
first contact with trustworthy result.— 
After, about one quarter of an hour,and 
before Yenns had reached the stage of 
•her second contact, an .observer at the 
Equatorial caught a glimpse of <the sun 
and was quite successful in taking .seve- 
ral measurements of the planet's cusps. : 
During the interval: between the ; first 
and second contacts, the time at which 
the latter contact, would .occur, woe ob- 
tained and recorded. After the' second 
contact, further measurements ; of the 
distance between Venus wid the sun's 
western edge were taken with- a micro- 
meter.

The Champion Hog Ulugcr. 


\V'e yesterday paid u visit lo tliu DC- 


catur Agricultural Works, where Messrs. 
Chambers & Quinlan arc manufacturing 
thu Champion Hog Ilingcr and Kings,— 
This article of porcine adornment was 
only patented lust August, but the pro- 
prietors have even at this early day suc- 
ceeded in creating quite a lively demand 
for these goods. The ringers, or forceps^ 
which are of malleable iron, are cast in 
Dayton, Ohio, and sent hero in the 
rough. Here they arc painted, fitted, 
put together, and made ready for ship- 
ment to dealers all over the cauntry. — 
The rings arc made here, by a machine 
designed and built by Mr. Robert Paris, 
ttie ingenious foreman of the iron shop 
at the Agricultural Works. This machine 
is a marvel of ingenuity and compact- 
ness. It occupies but n very small 
amount of space, and can be propelled 
cither by hand or steam power. It takes 
the wire from a reel, cuts it the proper 
length, forniH the ring ready for inser- 
tion in tho forceps, and deposits the re- 
sult of its work in a box. The machine 
hns never yet been run to its full capac- 
ity, but 80 rings per minute have been 
made, and every one of them perfect.
